the principle of making

In an age when the Fed- 
eral Government tries to 
control everything that it 
finances, regardless of 
clear Constitutional res- 
trictions, the idea that the 
states will decide how Fed- 
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eral funds will be distri- 
buted is a welcomed 
change, 

Providing greater local 
community participation in 
planning and spending in the 
crime wars makes sense 
both in principle and prac- 
tice, The differences that 
may arise between cities, 
counties, and suburban 
planning commissions can 
best be negotiated by state 
officials, 
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Obviously state officials 
are much more familiar 
with local problems than 
Washington bureaucrats, 

The alternative to the 
block grant approach would 
be a program solely of 
direct grants to the cities, 
which would breed a whole 
new Federal bureaucracy 
to monitor and control 
every anticrime activity in 
the country, We need only 
to look at the Federal Goy- 
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ernment’s involvement in 
public education to see the 
dangers in such an 
arrangement, 

Another inportant aspect 
of the 1970 Amendments is 
that they represent a dir- 
ect attack on organized 
crime through the deve- 
lopment of regional and na- 
tional training programsto 
instruct state and locallaw 
enforcements officials in 
specialized fields of crime, 
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Organized crime is grow- 
ing, and it required special 


emphasis, 
The bill also calls for the 
construction, acquisition, 


and renovation of correct- 
ional facilities, and it ear- 
marks 25 percent of the to- 
tal appropriations for cor- 
rections, activities, inclu- 
ding probation and parole, 

We have too long neglec- 
ted our penal institutions, 
which not only must serve 
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as centers of confinement 
but as centers of rehafi- 
litation as well, 

If we are to be success- 
ful in SEM Rea crime, 
we have to heed the advice 
of former Director of the 
U, S. Bureau of Prisons, 
James V, Bennett, whosaid 
recently, ‘‘From 50 to 70 
percent of those who leave 
Out prisons go our to comit 
another and more serious 
crime.”’

From 6;00 P, M, Fri- 
day through 12 midnight 
Sunday, your Alabama 
highway patrol investiga~ 
ted 162 rural traffic acci- 
dents, In these accidents 
112 persons were injured 
and 2 were killed, The 
fatalities occured in the 
following counties; one 
in Jefferson and one in 
Tallapoosa, These acci- 
dents bring the number of 
persons killed in Alabama 
this year to 453 compared 
with 473 killed during the 
same period last year, 
This is a decrease of 20 
fatalities, The eight coun- 
ty Dothan district troopers 
investigated 11 accidents 
with 7 injuries and no fa- 
talities over the week-end, 
The traffic law violations 
causing these accidents 
were: driving while into- 
xicated, speed, failure to 
yield right-way, wrong side 

road, improper lights, 
improper steering, road 
conditions, and inattention, 
The Dothan district has 28 
fatalities so far this year 
as compared with 34 at 
this same time last year, 
District wise we are down 
6 fatalities, 

Coffee County Troopers 
investigated 3 accidents 
this week end with 3 in- 
juries and no fatalities, 
So far this year 5 people 
have died in rural Coffee 
County traffic as compa- 
red with 1 at this same 
time last year, 

Young people under 30 
make up less than one- 
third of the driving popu- 
lation but are involved in 
nearly half of all fatal ac- 
exdents, Worse fatality 
record in in the 20-24 age 
group. With about llY% of 
all drivers, they score a- 
bout 18% of all fatalaties, 
Remember if you are in 
this age group a little ex-

Civil War Deserters invade Coffee County 


The southern portion of 
Coffee, Dale and Henry 
Counties with the adjoining 
part of Florida became a 
hiding place for deserters 
from the armies, runaway 
Slaves and an increasing 
number of unprincipled 
outlaws, Destruction and 
near starvation brought 
desperation, These mis- 
guided men found it imper- 
ative to organize, 

Eventually in the winter 
of 1862-63, a central camp 
was established, It was 
about fifteen miles below 
Geneva in the Choctawhat- 
chee swamp of Florida, 
Realizing now that they 
were all outlaws, they cal- 
led themselves the First 
Florida Union Calvary, and 
for two years these hungry 
whacking expeditions, un- 
der the leadership of Jos- 
eph Sanders operated in- 
dependently and the people 
of Coffee and neighboring 
counties lived in constant 
fear of having their pro- 
perty stolen or burned, 

In January 1863 Governor

As so often happens, a 
woman played a part in the 
drama of the Pine Barrens, 


as the practically unbroken 


forest of the county was 
called, This woman was 
Mary Hatton, whose long 
braids of dark hair bore 
testimony to the Indian 
strain in her ancestry. 
This piney woods _ belle 
wore full skirted homespun 
dresses, dusted her cheeks 
with pink ‘Swans Down’”’ 
powder and looked coyly 
from under the brim of 
her quilted calice bonnet 
at John Clark. Her house 
was on the top of a hill 
a short distance east of 
Coffee Springs, 

John, as a 90-year old 
woman, a girlhood neigh- 
bor, related 65 years after 
his death, ‘‘was the hand- 
somest man that ever walk- 
ed in shoe leather.”’ At 
the time of the beginning of 
this story he was a soldier 
of the Confederacy in ser- 
vice in eastern Tennessee, 

The orders of General 
Braxton Bragg said “‘ad- 
vance”’ in the fighting along 
Missionary Ridge and Vimy 
but the memory of Mary 
Hatton’s smiling eyes tug- 
ged at John Clark’s heart, 
He finally obtained a fur- 
lough home and resolved 
never to return, He told 
his sweetheart that he was 
tired of walking inthe mud, 

Before his arrival the 
county was at the mercy of 


Fa lentless gang of out- 


laws, deserters, slackers, 
cattle rustlers, rowdies, 
and cut throats, who pil- 
laged at will and murder- 
ed defenseless citizens who 
offered resistance in the 
protection of their pro- 
perty. All the gang needed 
was a ruthless leader to 
complete its infamy. The 
handsome young renegade, 
John Clark, filled the bill 
exactly. 

During this period John 
Clark had “moved his 
trunk’’ to the home of Mary 
Hatton, After his nefari- 
ous practices became 
known, he left off entering 
by the front door and crept 
in the back under the cover 
of darkness, His stealthy 
approach was announced to 
Mary by the tinkling of a 
cow bell, There were other 
places where John was al- 
lowed to ‘‘sop the skillet’ 
upon furtive visits, 

Late in the afternoon of 
August 31, 1863, he visited 
the house of Mary Hatton 
ifor the last time, Leaving 
there, he and one of his 


fassociates made their way 


to a distant home where 
they were welcomed and 
given supper, The swash- 
buckling young braggart 


stold his hostess of plans for 


the night, The ‘‘boys’’

were going to burn old Elba 
and kill two or three fellows 
with whom they “‘aimed to 
get even,” 

The old lady warned them 
that ‘‘The wages of sin are 
death,’” and pleaded with 
them to change their 
courses, 

Laughing at her too, they 
proceeded to Elba, Other 
members of the outlaws 
joined them along the road, 
They reached their desti- 
nation in the dark hours 
just before dawn, 

The courthouse was a 
frame building surrounded 
by a picket fence, Within 
it were the Grand Jury, 
war and conscription re- 
cords, which they wished 
to destroy, Their plans 
were successful, They 
fired the courthouse andits 
contents were practically 
destroyed before the fire 
was discovered. An old 
negro man, Munday Ham- 
mond, was first to see the 
fire and give the alarm, 

Elba citizens were in- 
censed, Next morning the 
home guard under the gui- 
dance of Captain Payne, a 
native of Mississippi, went 
in pursuit. The fleeing 
vandals were overtaken a- 
bout 14 miles south of Elba, 
near the present site of 
Fairview School, Reali- 
zing their plight, the fu- 
gitives barricaded them- 
selves in a clump of thick 
bushes, 

A death dealing gun bat- 
tle followed in which four 
of the home guard, William 
Bell, Mike Carmichael, 
Robert Brooks and Thomas 
Larkin, and one of the 
deserters were killed. 

John Clark was wounded 
by a bullet, which cut deep 
into his right temple, He 
was taken captive along 
with another of his confe- 
derates, 

The guard, with their 
slain. members, started 
back to Elba, The proces- 
sion was met by an angry 
mob of men and women as 
it approached the town, Ex- 
citement ran high and the 
prisoners were heavily 
guarded, 
~ The next day Clark at- 
tempted to escape and was 
shot to death by a guard, 
Frank Bullard, The other 
prisoner was hastily taken 
across Pea River andhung, 

“Old manClark,’’ John’s 
father who lived on his 
homestead, now within the 
city limits of Enterprise, 
heard of the tragic end of 
his son and went to Elba, 
where he was received with 
scant civility. 

He found the bodies of 
John and his conrade in 
crime burried in a shallow 
grave at a spot near the 
east end of the present 
concrete bridge, The toes 
of the dead men could be 
seen protruding through the 
ground, 

The father received per- 
mission to have the bodies 
remoyed and buried in the 
cemetery at Corinth 
Church, After burying his 
son, he disposed of his 
property and moved his 
family out of the State, 

The death of their leader 
ended the career of the out-

Refrigerate food prom- 
ptly if it isn’t served soon 
after being cooked. Hot 
foods may be refrigerated 
if they don’t raise the tem- 
perature of the refrigera- 
tor above 45 degrees Fa- 
hrenheit, Large amounts
